SPACE COMMUNICATIONS 
Oscar III satellite, sched- 
uled for launching into a 
300-mile orbit early in 1963 
will carry a frequency trans- 
lation type repeater to re- 
ceive signals at 144 Me and 
transmit at 145.95 Me. 

When Mariner II (Venus 
probe) passes within 20,000 
miles of Venus in December, 
its speed will be about 90,000 
mph.The surface of Venus 
will be scanned by water va- 
por instruments on 13.1 and 
19 mm wave lengths and by 
temperature instruments at 
8-9 and 10-10.8 micron wave 
lengths. 

The master clock of the 
U.S. Naval Observatory at 
Washington, D. C. was syn- 
chronized with the master 
elock of the British Royal 
Greenwich Observatory to 
within 10 micreseconds.

CHARACTERS 
I HAVE KNOWN 


Many many years ago there 
lived a ham with the famous 
eall of 2QR. Famous because 
he was probably the first ham 
to be theard over seas, on tele- 
‘phone at that! Quoting from 
QST for December’ 1920, 
“oQR HEARD IN SCOT- 
LAND? There is every indica- 
tion that a new record for 
amateur transmission was es- 
tablished on October 6th 
(1920), when ‘tthe signals of 
2QR, an ARRL station oper- 
ated by Messrs. Harold and 
Hugh Robinson, Keyport, N.J. 
were reported heard in Scot- 
land.” 

The article goes on and de- 
scribes his rig as a DeForest 
100 Watt Radiophone, with the 
letter from George Benzie, Ab- 
erdeenshire, Scotland, describ- 
ing the reception of a certain 
phonograph record. Now this 
record has never been disput- 
ed, though at the time Robin- 
son told QST he would like 
more proof. 

‘Many of the Miami boys will 
remember “Robby” as 4EDD 
in the 1930’s. Many will rem- 
ember the “Curtis Aerocar 
Company” which he founded. 
Some 30 of us might remem- 
ber the wild ride to West 
Palm Beach at some 60 MPH 
in this “airplane-trailer-like 
bus” when we called on the 
Palm Beach Radio Club to 
attend a “Beer-Fest-Boat- 
Party” put on in our honor. 

Robby was never to be out 
done. He had the first 125 foot 
steel tower in town, the first 
pair of 852‘s running a kilo- 
watt, the very latest National 
Receiver. HRO I guess. His 
ham shack looked commercial, 
it was so neat. He even had a 
“Chief Engineer,” 4AKI by 
call. Any hour of the day, any 
day of the week, you could 
find 4EDD open for inspection 
— some station! Robby was al- 
ways breaking records, it was 
in his blood, it wes in the 
family! Why, even his old man 
held “Pilot License Number 
1.” I saw it! Was signed by 
the government and all. Robby 
was naturally known as the 
most famous and even wealth- 
iest ham in town, though he 
never impressed me as one 
who enjoyed this title too 
much. He was a down right 
likeable “older brother” to us 
all and I don’t recall ever 
having heard anyone say dif- 
ferently.

Greetings! Through the 
courtesy of the Editor this 
new column shall endeavor 


with some of the attributes 
and a history of some of our 
outstanding fellows. The first 
is Arthur H. Lynch, W4DKJ, 
as he tells it with an oc- 
casional NB by this writer. 
O’YEZ ! 

“IT was born in Brooklyn, 
N.Y. on July 2, 1894-much to 
my parents’ relief! (NB-that 
seems a point to belabour). 
I began operating an amateur 
station before license were 
required, about 1906-08 as 
near as I can pin it down. 
I obtained a 2nd grade com- 
mercial license in 1911 and 
became list grade in 1912. 

“My first ship assignment 
was the Standard Oil Co. sea- 
going tug, the S.S. Astral and 
we sailed from New York on 
Lincoln’s birthday, February, 
1912. Several days later we 
were shipwrecked 4 miles 
south of Jupiter Inlet, Florida 
We were so high on the beach 
we could use a rope ladder 
and go ashore without get- 
ting our feet wet. I sent CQD 
and SOS, both were in use at 
the time, for 4 hours before 
N.A.Q. answered. He told me 
he had heard me all the while 
but he couldn’t get his gener- 
ator started. Sometime later 
we were pulled off the beach 
and towed to Jax by the 
Revenue Cutter ‘Yamacraw’.” 
(NB-we pause tonote that the 
Astral grounded on what is 
known as Niggerhead Reef 
today. It was the cause of 
so manywrecks that mari- 
time law requires that ship- 
ping in that southward lane 
now bear 10 degrees to the 
East from Jupiter Light until 
abreast of the Breakers Hotel, 
Palm Beach when they return 
12, 1940 the liner S.S. Man- 
hattan, on a beautiful mo- 
onlight Sunday night, changed 
bridge watch abeam of Jupi- 
ter. Each watch thought the 
other had altered course so 
they steamed full ahead right 
onto Art’s reef and_ since 
then that section has been 
known as Manhattan Beach 
We know because we had an 
open landline to AP and piped 
a running comment from the 


press boat’sradio for disse- 
mination on teletype.) 


“Many fine assignments 
followed including Doheny’s 
yacht WAKIVA 1 in Tampico 
during the Mexico uprising; 
the Duke of Southerland’s 
yacht CATANIA on which we 
made ingtallation of radio 
gear and sailed from Key 
West for a cruise around the 
Carribean, stopping at most 
of the larger Islands, the 
northecoast of South America 
and Panama. Then, while 
radioofficer in the S.S. Al- 
lianca of the Panama R.R. 
&S.S. Line, I made the first 
trip of any ocean-going vessel 
through Gatun Locks. | 

“Later I was the first oc- 
cupant of the Marconi Wire- 
less Telegraph Co. of Ameri- 
ca’s hotel and cottages at the 
trans-Atlantic receiving sta- 
tion at Belmar, N.J. which is 
now the site of Camp Evans. 
There I engaged in theob- 
servation of static direction 
on long waves using a Mar- 
coni-Bellini-Tossi goniometer 
with a four legged aneenna 
3000 feet high. Some of these 
observations were later used 


by Beverage in connection 
with his various writtings. 
Ibeleive that knowledge of 


these tests was basic in Gene- 
ral Harbord’slater decision to 
send me to London. 

“It was during 1917 - 18 
when I was an instructor at 
the 2nd Army Aviation In- 
struction Center at Tours, 
France that I learned to fly. 
At that time the ‘Air Force’ 
was the Aviation Section of 
the Army Signal Corps and 
this school was for officers. 
It was from that assignment 
that I was ordered by General 
Harbord to the Commanding 
General’s Office, London, to 
install the goniometers on the 
Handley- Page planes which 
were to bomb Berlin. 


“On my return from WW1 
I began free lance writing 
generaly on subjects dealing 
with Communications for Na- 
utical Gazette; ‘ Ameriqan 
Shipping Journal’, ‘Science & 
Invention’, ‘Radio News’, et al 
Iserved as operator for the 
N.Y. Times overseas receiving 
station, geting news direct 
from Nauen and Hanover, 
Germany. 

When I married I moved 
to New Orleans, becoming the 
first Southern Secretary of 
the United Radio Telegra- 
phers’ Assn. and owner of the 
Nola Radio Schol from which 
several important men now 
engaged in radio in Florida

During that time I organ- 
ized the first International 
Radio Broadcast Tests. For 
one hour each night for a 
week every broadcast station 
in the U.S., Canada, Mexico 
and Cuba went off the air to 
allow American listeners to 
hear foreign stations. Among 
those who spoke to us from 
Europe were Lloyd George, 
Marconi and such folk; and 
it was four o’clock in the 
morning THEIR TIME! On 
this side of the Ocean Young, 
then chairman of the Board 
of General Electric, David 
Sarnoff and many other im- 
portant figures of the time 
addressed the listeners in 
Europe. 

In 1962 I resigned from 
‘Radio Broadcast’ to establish 
Arthur H. Lynch, Inc. with 
offices in the General Motors 
Building in New York and a 
factory in Cranford, N. J. 
At the same time I became 
the first Sales Representative 
of the National Company of 
Malden, Massachusetts, and I 
held that position continu- 
ously for thirty-two years.”

SCMs CORNER 
Seems to me that now is 
the proper time to _ write 
something concerning what is 
expected of an SCM. It is so 


easy to lose sight of the 
efforts required of us all 
to keep the FCC convinced 


that we are not only doing a 
good job today but will con- 
tinue doing it in the future. 
A great deal of our effort is 
being nullified by constant 
bickering between various 
groups of amateurs regarding 
the relative merits of their 
particular method of commun- 
ication, the frequencies that 
they work, or the activity in 
which they are engaged. I 
admit that such disagreement 
is an indication of interest 
and is necessary to progress 
but when it reaches the point 
where one group or another 
insists that other groups dis- 
continue enjoying the hobby 
as they see fit and join them 
in what THEY consider the 
only way to enjoy amateur 
radio then it is time to step 
back and take another look 
at this insidious thing that 
is threatening to destroy our 
hobby or at least cripple it 
seriously. 


With reference to the duties 
of the SCM permit me to 
quote excerpts from the 
pamphlet published by ARRL 
“How to Operate an Amauter 
Radio Station” copies. of 
which are available either 
from this office or directly 
from ARRL upon _ request. 
On page 7 under the _ sub-- 
title of “Section Manager”, 
you may read the following: 
1. “The SCM, elected under 
League rules, is the sections 
OPERATING ADMINISTRA- 
TIVE leader. He is responsi- 
ble for building and maintain- 
ing the section field organiza- 
tion IN THE NAME OF 
ARRL, and devising means 
through amateur radio opera- 
tions of promoting high GEN- 
ERAL interests and esprit de 
corps. HIS EFFORTS ARE 
DIRECTED TO PRACTICAL 
COMMUNICATIONS OBJEC- 
TIVES, SUCH AS CREA- 
TION AND MAINTAIN- 
ENCE OF SECTION NET- 
WORK ACTIVITIES IN ALL 
BANDS AND MODES PRAC- 
TICABLE. 2. “and general 
rediness for communications

Any traffic net, in order to 
survive, to produce operations 
capable of efficiently func- 
tioning as traffic handlers in 
providing a public service, 
MUST have traffic of suffi- 
cient QUANTITY passed on 
the net to continue to _ in- 
terest the member in this net. 
Very few traffic net members 
will continue to check in, day 
after day, with nothing to do 
but listen to a roll call. With 
lack of work to do, his ability 
to perform must invariably 
suffer. The content of the in- 
dividual message is in itself 
unimportant providing it com- 
plies with FCC rules. The 
MAIN OBJECT of handling 
traffic, particularly in organ- 
ized nets, is PRACTICE, for 
the day when each operatos’s 
services will be required on 
emergency nets where he will 
be expected to handle con- 
siderable quantities of IM- 
PORTANT traffic. When that 
time comes he should be able 
to perform at PEAK EFFI- 
CIENCY without hesitation or 
uncertainty. If we were to 
limit ourselves to handling 
nothing but important traffic 
in normal times we would 
have nothing to keep a traf- 
fic net alive hence the effi- 
cency of a large number of 
our ENERGENCY operators 
would deteriorate seriously so 
much as to slow down any 
emergency operation, that is, 
if the operators remained in 
terested enough to continue 
to be active AREC members. 
Make no mistake about this— 
FAILURE TO MAINTAIN 
EFFICIENCY THROUGH 
PRACTICE MEANS FAIL- 
URE WHEN THE CHIPS 
ARE DOWN AND THE 
PRESSURE IS ON. ARRL 
has made available the BPL 
certificate to PROMOTE the 
handling of traffic. Section 
Net Certificates are provided 
to ENCOURAGE participa- 
tion in traffic net activities. 
ARRL continually STRESSES 
the importance of handling 
traffic. Let us be wary of 
any efforts to slow us down 
in this direction, if such ef- 
forts be taken in the future. 
Let us not lose sight of one 
way to show the FCC that 
we are presently capable, and 
will continue to be capable, 
of facing up to any emer- 
gency situation and providing 
the PUBLIC SERVICE not 


only expected, but actually 
demanded of us by our gov- 
ernment. 


With reference to my first 
paragraph permit me to re- 
peat some comments published 
in the November issue of VHF 
Horizons. ‘An FCC attorney, 
Mr. Leonard S. Kolsky, speak- 
ing at the Portland National 
Convention (ARRL,. warned 
hams that they are “not im- 
mune” from the frequency 
problems currently faced by 
almost all other radio licens- 
ees. To date, ham frequency 
allocations have remained 
relatively constant for nearly 
20 years. It is recognized that 
in the past, amateurs have 
contributed significantly to 
the advancement of the are of 
radio com2unications. How- 
ever, the demands from all 
quarters for frequencies have 
put the Commission in a posi 
tion of having to ask not 
only: “What have you done 
for the public interest LATE- 
LY?” but also “What guaran- 
tee do we have that in the 
future the public interest will 
be served by your continued 
operation?” Attorney Kolsky 
said that he was not intending 
to sound ‘‘the voice of doom” 
but rather to give a note of 
warning. Many officials at 
the Comission feel that ‘too 
much amateur time and en- 
ergy are being dissipated in 
quarrelling among yourselves” 
instead of demonstrating to 
the commission that hams are 
using their assigned frequen- 
cies‘ “in an efficient and in- 
telligent manner”’. 


Ladies and gentlemen, this 
is a HOBBY where we should 
be able to feel that we have 
the right to enjoy ourselves, 
within the limits imposed by 
the FCC, without interference 
or persecution by any individ- 
ual or group of individuals. 
We should be able to handle 
traffic, work DX, engage in 
contests, rag-chew, emergency 
practice nets, etc, on AM, 
SS Bie @ Wee la Yee beAsN ae OT 
Television on any frequency 
within the bands, permitted 
by the FCC, that is open to 
legal amateur operation. 
When or if something hap- 
pens to threaten this freedom 
of our hobby let us not run 
away and hide. Let us fight 
back and insist on our right 
to enjoy this hobby that we 
have chosen, against anyone 
or anything that threatens it. 
ARRL is your strength as an 
amateur and one sure link to 
the FCC

' It is not a gossip column 
about who made BPL this 
month, nor will it contain any 
statistical compilations of how 
many messages were handled 
on the Podunk Hollow Two- 
meter Sunday Afternoon 
Clambake and Traffic Net. 


It 1s aimed at the traffic 
buffs who are serious enough 
about this phase of our hobby 
to make traffic handling a 
major operating activity. 

In a sense we are engaged 
in a great experiment to see 
whether any column so con- 
ceived and so dedicated can 
long endure. 

Let us begin by requesting 
authors of all net bulletins 
to put us on their regular 
mailing list so that we may 
benefit from your information 
on traffic. 

This is not a Florida col- 
umn. It is not a 4RN column. 
It is not an Eastern USA 
column. It is not even a 
national column. Amateurs 
handle traffic to many parts 
of the world and that’s the 
area we’ll cover in our info. 

But it will be an Amateur 
column. We are interested in 
routing traffic over Amateur 
circuits to permissible desti- 
nations. It is not an NTS 
column, although NTS will 
naturally play a big role in 
things. We invite info about 
all amateur traffic skeds, if 
they’re open to general traffic 
and decently reliable. 

In particular we would like 
to receive info on overseas 
skeds which can take traffic 
for South America and the 
Caribbean. Much such traffic 
seems to find its way into 
QFN and disposing of it be- 
comes a problem without good 
liaisons. 

We understand there are 
moves afoot which may lead 
to the establishment of a CW 
NTS section net in Missis- 
sippi. If this comes about, it 
will plug a difficult hole in 
RN5. Now if somebody will 
get one started in Louisiana. 

Until about two years ago, 
‘Tennessee was assigned to 
RN5, since a large part of 
the state is in the central 
time zone. After much delib- 
eration, it was decided to 
shift to 4RN. However, be- 
cause the Tennessee net meets 


at 0100, after 4RN has 
started, it has not worked out 
well, so they shifted back to 


RN5 on November 1. (GNS 
Bulletin-. 
CAN operators are. re- 


minded that Florida traffic 
be routed to RN5 rather than 
over TCC to ETN and RN4. 
Florida’s cw net serves both 
sections and QFN sends reps 
to both RN5 and 4RN. The 
RN5 routing from CAN is 
much to be preferred. 


WARN has had a _ lean 
season this year but a couple 
of notable changes have taken 
place. Manager K4UBR 
shifted operation to 3550 ke 
and 7100 ke, with provision 
for operation on 14,010 ke as 
nessessary. This will result in 
ja valuable guard on the 
a valuable guard on _ the 
NCEFs at times when it may 
be needed most. WARN is an 
inter-state circuit represent- 
ing largely the coastal states 
from Texas to Maryland. It 
operates only when some part 
of the coastal area is threat- 
ened by a hurricane or other 
weather emergency. 

K4UBR is enroute overseas 
and will be QRT NTS for a 
year or two but W4BVE is 
picking up WARN manager- 
ship. 

American Red Cross, under 
the able direction of K4IAG, 
is reworking its use of Ama- 
teur Radio from start to fin- 
ish. Great changes may be 
expected in the next few 
months and the chances are 
good that Amateur Radio will 
assume a bigger role than 
before in AMCROSS disaster 
communications. 

The Georgia Net Bulletin 
advises GSN will no longer 
send an official representative 
to AENB. Traffic from Ala- 
bama for Georgia, henceforth 
is supposed to be routed 
through RN5 to EAN to 4RN 
to GSN. That seems like the 
hard way to do it when the 
direct liaison system has 
worked so well for so long. 

A good outlet for arctic 
traffic is W9NZZ, who keeps 
a daily sked on 14,110 ke 
sometime between 2100 and 
2200 GMT. Stan has been on 
that sked, he says, for some 
12 years and he handles a 
great deal of traffic for the 
DEW-line crew, much of it 
more like letter-mail than 
radiogram traffic. He’s a real 
stickler for the fastest possi- 
ble delivery, rather than regu- 
lar traffic sked routings and 
properly so. This traffic is 
“serious” traffic. there isn’t 
any good way of getting it

WORLD-WIDE DX TEST

The annual Transatlantic 
and world-wide top hand band 
160 meter DX test will be held 
as usual, this year on Sunday 
mornings, December 2 and 16; 
January 6 and 20th; February 
8rd and 17th, from 0500-0730 
GMT. During these tests, spec- 
ial efforts will be made to 
contact Europen, Asian, Afri- 
can and other 160 meter DXers 
throughout the Transatlantic 
World, for general DXing. 
Also particularly to make ob- 
servations and to contribute to 
the study of propogation con- 
ditions on these frequencies. 
This annual 1.8 activity since 
1932 has been pkanned as 
TESTS and con Contests, as 
an unusual operating activity, 
without competition. W/VE 
stations will call “CQ DX 
TEST” the first 5 minutes of 
each hour, and each alternate 
5 minutes thereafiter, LIS- 
TENING the second 5 minute 
period, and each alternate 5 
minute period after that un- 
less working or hearing DX. 
DX will of course, use the op- 
posite periods for transmit- 
ting and receiving. When DX 
is coming thru, the idea is to 
work it regardless of the time 
periods.

You are reminded of the 
US Communications Act as 
applied to the Amateur Radio 
Service, especially sections 
601 and 606. 


Section 605 says that no 
person receiving or assisting 
in receiving; or transmitting 
or assisting in transmitting 
any nterstate or foreign com- 
munications by wire or radio 
shall divulge or publish the 
existance, contents, substance, 
effect or meaning thereof, ex- 
cept through authorized chan- 
nels to any person other than 
the addressee or his agent, 
etc., and no person not being 
authorized by the sender, shall 
intercept any communications 
or divulge or publish its con- 
tents, existance, etc.; or use 
such intercepted communica- 
tion or information contained 
therein for his benefit or any 
other unauthorized person. 
This section does not apply to 
the contents of radio commun- 
ications; either broadcast or 
transmitted by amateurs or 
others for the use of the 
general public, or relating to 
ships in distress. 

Section 606 defines the pow- 
ers of thePresident ofer the 
communications media. Ama- 
teur stations can be closed, 
operated by government per- 
sonnel or in government serv- 
ice, or the equipment be taken 
by the government upon just 
compensation to its owners. 
(Above sections avvreciated 
and paraphrased. Full text in 
ASRL License Manual.) 


You are further reminded 
that transmissions from your 
stations, even on lower fre- 
quencies are monitored in 
Cuba and other areas of the 
Atlantic and Carribean. You 
are urged to refrain from 
the mention of any informa- 
tion not previously broadcast 
or published pertaining to the 
movement of troops, equip- 
ment, planes or ships in or 
through your locality, or any 
other information that might 
supply to unfriendly monitor- 
ing stations, a missing piece 
in the jig saw puzzle of 
American intentions and ac- 
tions.

SATELITE PACKAGE 


We understand the Central 
Radio Propagation Laboratory 
(Bureau of Standards plans 
a satelite package for NASA 
launch in 1963 which will 
probe the density of the ion- 
osphere on medium frequen- 
cies. Known as a “topside 
sounder,” in orbit the package 
will send pulses down to the 
ionospheric layers at frequen- 
cies from 2 to 8 me., and 
telemeter the results to 
ground stations. We mention 
this because one chosen fre- 
quency is 3,720 ke., in our 
amateur band. 

This seems an unavoidable 
occurrence because the family 
of frequencies derives from a 
single control source.

WHY VHF SSB 


To express the reason for 
the rapid increase in VHF 
SSB activity perhaps these 
two words “maximum effi- 
ciency”, would be most ade- 
quate. Proven to be more re- 
liable and conservative of 
spectrum, SSB can also ac- 
comodate a greater amount 
of activity. 


Let us take a look at a 
50 MC.SSB signal. For in- 
stance, an intelligible voice 
signal contains audio fre- 
quencies from 300 to 3000 
eycles. The SSB transmitter 
contains a highly selective 
filter which filters out any 
frequencies below or above 
300 to 3000 cycles. Without 
going into the process of 
obtaining a side band signal 
it will be sufficient to say, 
the resultant signal is 50MC 
plus 300 to 3000 cycles less 
carrier and opposite sideband 
30 to 50 db down. You will 
note the opposite side band 
is still present but 30 to 50 
db down. 


One should never compare 
a 50 MC. SSB signal to a 
20 meter SSB signal as far 
as local acitivy is concerned. 
A 20 meter station operating 
with 2000 pep will have the 
effective signal of a  sixer 
operating at one half power 
at a distance of twenty five 
miles. 


I make this example to 
clarify why carrier and op- 
posite side band is still a 
strong signal from a 50 MC. 
station operating a long dis- 
tance from your qth. This be- 
ing no fault of the SSB 
station. 


From the above 
seem that only a _ limited 
number of _ stations could 
operate in a given amount of 
jspectrum. Further in this 
article it will be brought out 
to the contrary. 


It is needless to say if you 
are in close proximity with a 
50 MC. station you will de- 
tect the oppositite sideband 
and carrier. 


The present day broad band 
converters ahead of that old 
faithful pre-war reciever are 
rapidly becoming inadequate 
for both AM and SSB. These 
converters look at the whole 
band 50 to 54 MC. With this 
set up selectivity is governed 
by the IF receiver selectivity. 

The present day occupancy 
of the six meter band under 
sporadic E conditions will 
soon force this type of con- 


it would 


verter to go the way of the 
old super regenerative re- 
ceiver. 


Most of the older recievers 
have poor IF systems, with 
a good deal of built in dis- 
tortion and are good gener- 
ators of spurious signals with 
in themselves. R. F.  selec- 
tivity being inadequate failing 
to provide filtering of spur- 
ious responces as well. 


Now to take a look at 
Maximum Efficiency. Re- 
ciever selectivity is a function 
of bandwidth. For AM a 6- 


KC bandwidth is required. 
For SSB a 2.1 Ke. band 
width is most desirable. Se- 


lectivity and now signal to 
noise ratio are dependant on 
band width. The more narrow 
the band width the better 
the signal to noise ratio. To 
express it differently, the 
less competition the signal 
has with background noise 
level. A decrease in band 
width provides the ability to 
copy signals further down in 
the noise level. There are 
many sources of noise, ther- 
mal agitation, static dis- 
charges and man made inter- 
ference are the major noise 
factors to contend with in 
the 50 MC. band. 


The SSB receiver with its 
narrow pass band, low noise 
RF and Mixer plus a pro- 
duct detector, which does not 
manifest itself with random 
series of impulses _ scatter 
across its spectrum as the 
AM detector is the ideal re- 
ceiver for 50 MC. 


SSB at the present has the 
ability to use voice modula- 
tion with a very narrow band 
width. This allows receivers 
to be used to their full ad- 
vantage. 

CW can be used with a 
decreased band width to 100 
cycles. This band width can 
be used for slow speed CW, 
Fast Speed CW requires an 
increased band width. CW 
therefore maintains an advan- 
tage over SSB. 

It does not take a great 
deal of reasoning to see why 
the SSB stations can operate 
within the first fifty KC of 
the 50 MC phone band. If 
this type operation is such a 
monster then why are the 
SSB stations able to work 
each other three KC away 
from one another? I would 
also like to mention that 
there must be some very con- 
siderate SSB operators as 
there isn’t any FCC ruling 
saying that they must restrict 


their operating to the first 
fifty KC of the phone band. 


The six meter band is not 
considered by the FCC as a 
communications band. 
QUOTE, QST September 1962 
page 65, paragraph one. “The 
Technician Class License had 
been created expressly for 
Serious-minded experimenters 
to air test their equipment, 
that it was not intended as 
a communications service.” 


Would you say that buying 
a Globe Scout and operating 
wit ha VFO that sounded like 
an Electrolux vacuum cleaner 
for a period of three years 
experimenting. 


Since this is an _ experi- 
mental band according to the 
FCC it my opinion that this 
is just the band to try out 
all your pet circuits, good or 
bad. 


I do not feel that any fur- 
ther nonsense should be 
printed in this paper by any 
uninformed writers, about 
how the technicians should 
keep their test signails off 
the air. This is exactly what 
this band is for, ON THE 
AIR TESTING.
